In modern countries
the medals and ribbons hove genernlly been
given In accordance with the principle set
forth in the American War Department's reg-
ulations, under date of June 26, 1807:

“In order that the Congressionn]l Medal of
Honor may be deserved, service must have
been performed in action of such a conspicu-
ous character as to clearly distinguish the
man for gallantry and Intrepidity above his
that Involved extreme
Jeopardy of life or the performance of ex-
traordinarily hazardous duty. Recommenda-
tlons for the declaration will bhe judged by
this standard of extraordinary merit, nnd in-
tontestable proof of performance of the ser-
vice will be exacted.”

Our Unknown “V. C."

The Congresslonal Medal of Honor, which
corresponds fairly closely with the Victoria
Cross, Is not so well known to the American
publle as it ought to be. This {s not for any
lnek of heroes who have recelved the decorn-
tlon. Our history has not been one of many
warsg, but It s not Incking in deeds of valor,
from the days of our own Revolution down
to the time of the Insurrection of the Filipl-
nos. Without reference to the news from
the European battlefields, it can be truly said
that the Victorin Croes is bettor known to
Americana than the Congreasional Medal of
Honor. The Iron Cross of Prussin was not
80 well known until this present war., Some
writers on milltary and naval subjects are
attempting to popularize the title that prop-
erly goes with the American degorntion and
are placing the letters "M. H." after the
names of Its reciplents—as, “Major General
Henry Shippen Huldekoper, M. H.,” "Admiral
George Dewey, M. L “Licutenant General
Nelson A. Miles, M., H." “"Major General Loon-
ard Wood, M. H" “Colonel Henry A. du Pont,
M. H" A Britlsh name s sometimes followed
"V.C,D.DC. M., D. 8 0" The

Conduet Medal was won In a single week
by 200 British soldiers in the campalgns in
France, Flanders and the Dardanelles.

thiat might have their birth In the future,
The rules and regulations relative to the
medial of honor have been somewhit altered
in detall by subgequent enactment and of-
ficinl orders, but in spirit and purpose re-
main the same. After the Civil War a so-
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clety was organized by the men who had
besn awarded the medal. It Is known as
"The Military Order of the Congress Medal
of Honor Legion”

The First “M. H." Man

The first reciplent of the Congreaslonnl
Medal of Honor was Charles ¥. Rand,
the first certifled volunteer from New
York to respond to President Lincoln's eall |
for troops on April 15, 1561, Bumter had been
fired upon. Rand on April 15 was one of o
little group of men and bovs gathered in o
hotel at Batavin, N. Y. A messenger entored
the room bearing a telegram. It told of the
President’s call for volunteera. A prominent
citlzen present crled, “We must fill our
quota. Who will volunteer?" “1 will,” Rand
answered before the others.

Three montha later he had earned the
medal, though no provision had then been
made for it. The medal reads, "For most
distinguished gallantry in actlon at Black-
burn’s Ferd, Va., July 15, 1561." His com-
mand was ordered to retreat. Artillery and
infantry were pouring a deadly fire upon the
Unlon trpops. Rand stood his ground till the
entire battalion of 600 men had been swopt
in disorder from the ficld. Oblivious to his
surroundings he stayed there, with an old
Harper's Ferry musket that had been
changed from a flintlock. Shot and shell
plowed the groundy dirt and stones nand
Sticks fAying in every direction, When the
enemy ceased fire there wos Rand all alone
on the battlefield as the smaoke clenred away:
but instead of retreating stralght back he

struck off obliquely, working his way across |

the field on his hands and knees, and joined
another command, with which he fought
bravely till the engagement was over.,
